THE YALE MEMORIAL. 

For the aocond timo in the history of 
. British Columbia a jury haa awarded ex- 
emplary damauea in an action for libel. 
Thej case ia a peculiar one, nnd carries 
. with it tt moral for good-uatured 

' "cIbbb of poraoUB who are in thu habit of 
affixing their aignaturea to any document, 
however absurd or sweeping in its char- 
acter, for no other reason than that they 
hiwe boon aolicitod to 'sign or becaueo they 
sua other nainos attached. A good many 
yeara ago a premier of this province 
elated from' hia aeat in the house that he 
could get a "petition aigned in Cariboo to 
hang twenty men." The remark gave 
miich otlenco; but there is reaaon to 
believe that he did Cariboo no wrong. 
Ho might have included every district in 
the province in hia remark. The 
eagernesa with which aome people 
attach their names to petitions is only 
equalled by the haste with which thu 
same class back the note of a friend — 
"just for form's sake, you know." Mr. 
Wise, the plaintiff in the action, would 
aecm to have entered upon tho discharge 
u[ Ilia duties aa constable at Yale with a 
considerable amount of zeal. In the dia- 
oharge of those duties he .attempted to 
' borredt certain abuses which the inhabi- 
tants from a long period of imunity hiid 
coino to regard as privileged and stirred 
up a liornot'a nest. Ho wiia energetically 
assailed, through the press and by mem- 
orial to tiio govoriiinont. The language 
employed against him was libellous. In 
the oaseof the-presa ftn apology was de- 
manded and made. In tne Case of the 
memorial tho good-natured, easy- 
going class of persona who 
.sign anything becaase thoy are asked, 
or who Jo anything that any one else has 
done before them, found themselves iu- 
- : volved in the meshes of the law through 

^..^tho machinations of others; and then in 
place of apologizing they plunged deeper 
and deeper into the trouble by setting up a 
defence which the evidence did not sustain, 
ji^hte damages are heavy, but, perhaps, not 

V' -I . ^ lieavy when the gravity of the libel is 
ponsidered. The plaint^, as a public officer 
■ whose honor had been assailed by the 
l)Qlitioners, had no recourso but to bring 
tho action or retiio from the service. The 
verdict, as we have stated, carries with it a 
moral. Let tho reiulers of these line; 
resolve henceforth to sign uo docu- 
ment until they have mastered tho contents 
and weighed the conscquoucoa, Scores of 
porsous sign without reading, and like the 
y.ale petitioners., their easy compliance with 
, a reqtieBt maysomeday oaase them Mrious

VHE ANNUAL ADDICE§8 

or the President of tiie B C 
Agricultural Association. 

Mr. Shakespeare, jn. P., iipeaks 
Forcibly, Ably and 
Practicably. 

The following is the annual address of 
tho president of the British Columbia 
Agricultural Association deliveired by Mr. 
N. Shakespeare, M P!, at the annual 
dinner on Thursday evening last: 

ANNUAL ADDKH.S.S. 

Gkntlbmkn: — 1 congratulate the mom- 
hers of the British Columbia Association 
that within the paat year changes have 
boon wrought tending to tho physical de- 
velopment of our country's iiitereata 
which cannot but prove of lasting advan- 
tage to every branch of trade, commerce 
and iiiduatry. Our province ia no longer 
tho ttn a. incognita it once was, hut owing 
to the cottipletioQ of the Oanadian Pacific 
railway the inhabitants of the Atlantic 
seaboard ur^i brought within six days' 
comfortible irnvel of the Pacific, wholly 
through British territory, whereby the 
wealth of the Orient will find its way in 
an ever-incroasing volume to niinister to 
the diversified wants of the dwellers in 
Oriental countries, and in return for the 
advantage we shall reap aa the result of 
railway construction and iiitorcourso with 
far distant peoplea, new niurkota will be 
opened up for the diaposal of our surplus 
manufactures, tho products nf our soil, 
and the inexhaustible resources of our 
mines and fisheries. 

Tho display this year of agricultural, 
horticultural and other natural produc- 
tions of our province, shows a marked im- 
provement, both in ([uantity and (jiialily, 
as compared with yeiirs previous. Wo 
have had ocular donioii^HMlion aa to tho 
adaptability of both suil and climate in 
British Columbia for tho productiun of 
grain, plants, vegetables, and daify pro- 
ducts in tho highaat state of perfection; 
and ae fui horaes, cattle, aheep, swine and 
poultry the indications of progress are 
both aatisfactory and encoura.»ing, 

Not only are these annual gatherings 
pleasant seasons of social intercourse, but 
tho object sought to be obtained ia of 
higher import. To bo a successful agri- 
culturalist the faiuior must bu more 
than a hewer of wood and drawer 
of water. To a certain extjiic, 
he should be familiar with the science of 
chemistry, understand thf niitare of the 
Buil he cultivates, how to preserve its 
vitality, and also to derive from it tho 
largest measure of profit for the labor ex- 
pended; as aoila even on the same farm 
sometiuioa greatly differ in their chemical 
properties, it is of importmce to the far- 
mer to know just the kind of grain or 
vegetables best, adapted to certain kinds 
of soil, and just the kind of treatment the 
soil should receive in order to bring it to 
the highest state of fertility, hence the 
bringing together of a large number of 
persons on occasions of this kind engaged 
in agricultural pursuits, leads, or should 
lead, to an interchange of views based 
upon practical experience in relation to 
matters agricultural, such as cannot but 
result in general advantage to all concern- 
ed. The same observations will apply 
with equal force to tho cultivation of 
vegetables or fruits. To ensore an abund- 
ant crop of any kind of vegetables or 
fruita, a thorough preparation of. the soil 
by careful tillage and thorbugb drainage 
are eaaential prerequisites. 

Hitherto the people of British Colum- 
bia have derived at least throe-fourtha of 
the necessaries of life from the United 
States and elsewhere. A faist 'whiob has 
tended vary materially to retard the 
growth of this cr'jntry and the develop- 
ment of its vas" r'isources. We may fairly 
anticipate better tninga in the future. 
The effect of railway communication on 
tho island and on tho mainland, with a 
prospect of extending the island railway 
as far north as Uape Scott, will be but to 
open up the country to settlement and 
give a stimulus to every branch of indus- 
try; both the mining and agri- 
cultural iciterests will shortly ex- 
perience' tho infusion of a new life, 
and many now solitary places will bo made 
glad with fields of ripening grain, and the 
bum of many a stamp mill'as they reduce 
the gold bearing rook with which our moun- 
tains are literally supplied will infuse life 
and euterpHFe iu many a lonely place at 
presont completely inolated. 

Stock raising will iUwuvh coiiHtftuto a 
source of wealth to our countr.y, nud tho 
exhibits of cattle, shuop lunl hogs, M-liich it 
has been our priviltjgo to witnoHM hero at 
our annual exhibition JomonstratpH how 
well adapted our country in for the growth 
of the higbPF? frrades of aninmln. 'I'he in- 
troduction ;':-st-e'R.d stoek for raising 
purposes is a Hii-]) in the right direction, 
and will eventually prove a lasting benefit 
to the country lit large. Clearly there are 
many visible signs of ini])rovoment iu tho 
department of industry. Not thu loust in- 
teresting feature of the pre.scnt exhibition, 
as on previous oeeubious, have been the 
mechanical and arts depiutnientH. 

As the agrieultural resoureos of liritish 
Columbia are somewhat limited eonijjiired 
with Ontario and tho other iirovincoH, its 
future prosperity depends upon the devel- 
opment and growth of manufactures.

LoNi>oN, Oct. 9th. — The row- 
ing regatta at Welsharp lake, 
Uandon, opened to - day.

She did nol signal 
and they passed her by. She waa heading 
westward and waa under aail. They 
thouaht she was of the Anchor line, but 
at that timo they knew nothing of tho 
overdue Anchoria. 

The Mail and Express says: Even the 
more conservative sleamahip men of the 
maritime exchange, who always hope - for 
the best, are now forced to believe that 
the ship has been lost. 

At the office of tho company to which 
tho Bulgaria belongs, it is said thore ia 
no truth in the report about the Anchoria 
boiiig sighted by the Bulgaria. 

Washinqton, Oct. 9. — The following 
telegram was^received at the iv»vy depart- 
ment this morning: t-'U* S.-B.vBear, Oona- 
laska, via San Franciaoo, Oct. 8. — Hon. W.

I have forward- 
ed a written synopsis of the work done. 
(Signed), Liout. Geo. L, Stoney, command- 
ing expedition." 

Nkw York, Oct. 9.— Lord Lonsdale 
filed an answer to the complaint against 
him iiiado by Uavid Do Bonsaudo, in 
whicii ho denies every allegation con- 
tained therein, except that "Violet_ Cam- 
eron ia Do Benaaude'a wife, and tliat sho 
haa iaaue of their union one child.

The cause of the han^ng 
w^B aa follows: Several weeks ago Bdly, 
McLoGs' son, a tin-hnrn gambler, waa or- 
dered to leave the t iwn nf ftlontniso, 
Refusing t j jro the city marshal put him 
ill the calaboose until midnight, when ho 
waa put on a train and forced to leave. 
His father at Mining creek, learning of 
tho act, declared vengeance i^n the mar- 
shal, mayor and several of the members of 
tho vigilance comiiiitleo and curnoto t:)wii 
armed with two revolvers, a bowio kiiifo 
and shotgun, became intoxicated and 
started out to do hia killing.

RUSSIA SNUBBED. 

Germany Deceives and Abaii' 
dons Her. 

KiiClaud and Italy to jfipiin the 
Fray. '■'(.•' \. - ■ 

New Yokk, Oct. — London cable: 
At last the whole great eastern embroglio 
is brought forward into a light where all 
can view it iinderatAndingly.. ; IRuatia'a 

apecially instructed agent has, with more 
bluntneaa than even Russia ordinarily 
diaplaya, demanded what amounta to the 
unconditional aurrender of Bulgaria to the 
Bijthority of the czar. Austria's ministry, 
through the mouth of a carefully instruct- 
ed representative, haa formally declared 
that such a surrender cannot be permit-, 
ted. Of distinct and deliberate character 
aro both utterances. There can be no 
doubt that Kaulbars brought his pro- 
nunciamotito Irom the very presence of 
the czar. Tiaza'a speech, made after long 
consultation, with Kalnoky, waa read, 
word for word, from printed slip copies, 
mailed in aid vance to the papers. Thus 
the direct ibue 'is clearly present. The 
whole pro- Russian talk of the German 
olHcial presa was fraudulent, and Bismarck 
really means harm, not good, to Russia. 
If he had been the sincere friend of Rus- 
sia, honeatly deairous of helping her, do 
you think Rusaia would now be in'the poat> 
tion which aho ocoupiea— tiaabbsd by .a 
potty princii)ality and forced in the face 
of all Europe to chooao between a retreat 
and a fight, in which sho would surely be 
whipped / Certainly not. With a finesse 
that was fully a match for Russian cun- 
ning, tho czar has been led on and on into 
a oul do sao, until he finds himself con- 
fronted by a solid line of bayonets across 
the whole length jf Europe, with no ally 
save France, and this one held at arm's 
le:)gth by G ormany, iMuch of tho tire— 
s.iuie fencing of the Uat month has been 
an effort to iiiduco England to asaurae tho 
initiative. This England was not inclined 
to do, on very justifiable grounds; but if 
unwilling to rush in and take the pirt of 
a challengor, sho has not shrunk from 
agi oeiiig to boar her full share of respon- 
aibiliiy. , It is upon tho distinct under- 
standing of England's aid that Austria has 
finally 

THROWN DOWN THE OLOVE. 

Italy haa been more difficult to manage, 
but there aeenis to be no doubt that aha 
has assented to the- combination. She 
held out for a long time, making the cess- 
ion of what remains of Austrian Italy the 
price of hor a!3iatance. I am unable to 
got any hir.t of whether thia has been 
conceded, but I know that the alterna- 
tive of tho restoration of Nice- Savoy was 
mooted from Vienna a fortnight ago. 
This, of course, on the assumption tba't 
France would swing into the fight, or ai, 
the Nord Deutsche puts itt that OhMsa- 
pots would go off of thoir own accord the 
moment that Rusaia began the fighting. 
Without definite information I have an 
idea that Italy only concluded to join 
Austria, England, Turkey and the Slavic 
atates, without any guarantee of territor- 
ial compensation, trusting to the foHuaea 
of war to bring heii paymenta of some 
kind. Rarely haa there been a great 
crisis in Europe on which justice was ao 
obviously on one side. By force of cir- 
cumstances Austria has been led to oc- 
cupy a pjaition which will go a long way 
to make the world forget the evil record 
of Me'tterriiph aQcl cease to' regard Aus - 
trian influence as synonymous with des- 
potism. It was agreed that out of the 
humiliation of Sadowa haa arisen a now 
Austria, stronger and better than the old. 
Hungary haa justified the faith which 
Ohriatendom rcpoaed in Koasuth forty 
years ago, by dictating that ! Austria^ 
foreign policy shall be unaelfiih, generuaa 
and devoted to • 

LIUKUATINO TUK IIAI.KAN PEOPLE, 

instead of stealing their libartioa away and 
absorbing their individuality under the 
pretext of befriending thom. It ia good to 
see that the adoption of thia hoaaat policy 
has brought about the moat genuine union 
of couHieting rates nuder the Hftpaburgs 
which this <'entury has seen. For once 
.Austria has a policy approved alike in 
Vienna, Hungary, iu Bohemia and Bosnia, 
significant aa showing how completely Rus- 
sia has managed to alienate tho Slavic 
people, HO that the Ozechs of Bo]iomia,who 
a year ago were Ktieniions opponents of 
Austria's attitude in favor of Milau against 
AU xiuidi^r, have now a common cause with 
the Kouiu.'iiiiaiis, .Servians and Uulgariaus 
against Uussiii. If war does come and 
England throws hor weight into the scale, 
there will be practically no opposition here. 
The Pall Mall Gazette, of couna, insists 
daily on presenting the Busaian side of 
the case and avowing Russian sympathies, 
but it is absolutely solitary in thia course, 
and if war cornea a London mob will make 
mighty short work with Mr. Stead and hia 
Muscovite propaganda. Tho News and 
Chroniele iirc! as vigorously auti-Ilussiau 
as the 'I'iines and Standard, and tho same is 
truif of the iirovincial liberal presa, This 
is iiarily due to an inborn English feeling 
that it is the duty of England to take the 
first opportunity foramashingEussla which 
atl'ords, but still more to the general disgust 
at the action of Russia throughout the 
whole episode, and scornful wrath at the 
willi;i,'.;tii'ss of Fi-anee to espouse sucb a 
dirty c-ausr (or no better motive than ro- 
vunye iiiid jealousy. Tho country accepts 
the taetie understanding that waria coming 
with eiiuaniiuity. It rests with Rusaio to 
say when tho war shail begin.

The Closing Da3r's Pro- 
ceedings.

- The closing day of the provincial fair 
wa> as Bucceasful as even the most san- 
guine could deaire. Tho day itself was 
a glorious one, and all notiirt) seemed to 
smile upon the labors of the huabaiidnien. 
No more'picturesque spot for holding a 
fair. could be ir'agined, with a trotting 
park iu close proximity. Seated on tho 
knoll iu the centre of tho park u tine view 
was had of the Olympian range, and tho 
vista up and down the straits was unap- 
proachable in beauty and peaoefulnoss. 
Our eastern visitors went iiit i raptures 
over Beacon bill and iti environs, and 
considared that for natural beauty it ia 
unexcelled in. Canada, if anywhere. 
The agricultural grounds and 
the hall were a mass of 
bunting, flags flying to the breeze in all 
conceivable directions, and tho scene was 
a gay one. Once within tho gates an en- 
livening view was presented — groups of 
well-dreased ladies with their escorts, and 
crdwds of happy children enjoying the 
holiday in the pleasant autumn weather. 
Tho grounds, stocked with cattle of all 
kinds, were tirst visited by the multitude 
of 'sight-aeers and it was proved that l?rit- 
ish Columbia can hold her ouu in all 
grades. Dr. Tolmie's cattle were much 
admired as were Mr. B. N. L. Davies, 
and the visitors to the booths where they 
weia displayed wore aa numerous as ad- 
miring. Within tho hull a grand display 
was mudb of manufactures, of cereals, 
roots, flower*, and especially of fruits. 
Tho display uf these was a surprise to the 
many who were not aware of the infinite 
reaottroea of Yahoottver and the adjacent 
islands. All species of fruits were shown, 
ap|)leB, pears, quinces, grapes, curraii'.s, 
etoi, in short, all varieties, and no liner 
exhibit could be soon any whore, in 
Canada, at least. It ia evident that we 
are destined to become a fruit-growing 
people, and we can easily find a market. 
There is. no reason why we should not 
supply the whole country west of Winni- 
peg, and already our fruit han found there 
a ready market, Tho ludiea' display in 
embroidery, araaeiiie. chenille, ribbon 
and raised wool work was ao excoUont 
that we hesitate to particularize. Suflice 
it tu say that <tll were good, and that the 
ladies have every ireason to' feef gratified at 
the resnlt of their exertions. 

The art department was one of the most 
interesting features of tho exhibiliou ami 
proved that our virgin proviuco baa talent 
within her borders of which she has every 
reason to feel pruud. Coutnisting the 
British Columbia ot a few years ago with, 
the British Columbia of to-day, we can 
look forward hopefully to the futilro. Thin 
was manifeatl'V the best show ever witness- 
ed in the pro^nce; and testifies to the in- 
creasing interest^taken byoaragrionltaralists 
iu developing the grand resources of the 
province. Now that we have a railway con- 
necting us with not only the upper country 
but with the great Northwest and Eauteru 
Canada we are asHurred of a liberal 
market for all our supplies. 
Tho building of a public market, 
now almost assureii to the fanners iif tho 
Island by the action of the municipal 
counoiI,»will''be another incentive to en- 
terprise and honorable emulatioa in all 
the lines of agriculture.

TIIK llOLHTKIN-rillKSIANB. 

The most extensive Sxhibit of cattle 
was that by Mr. B N. L. Davis, of Mount' 
VernQo, and it is doubtful if so many fine 
specimens of Holsiein<Friesian stock have 
over appeared at any previous provincial 
fair. Mr. Davis is a widely known stock 
dealer of oxporionco and his splendid Fair- 
view herd ia famous throughout the 
webtern country. Tho Ilolstein- Friesian 
breed of cattle combine large size and un- 
excelled dairy qualities and are especially 
ndaptjd for our use and climate. Iii color 
they ava b^iek and white. In disposition 
they aro gonllo and oaaily controlled; tho 
cows love tu congregate together and it is 
often diflioult to know which is mistreii 



of the herd, and bulls of whatever age 
rarely become ill teinfiered. In form they 
are handsome, straight on the back, 
square behind, fine boned, and syinme- 
tribal outline; the bulls are heavy set, 
deep across the chest, long bodied, wide 
across hips, and heavy quaitsred. The 
cowa are deep milkers and^uaually give a 
large flow of milk ten months in the year, 
Mr. Davis has the largest herd of regis- 
tered thoroughbred Holstain-Friesians on 
the North Pacific coast. The 
splendid bull "Byron" was much ad- 
mired and won the first prize. He was 
bred by John' Zyp, Livisk, North Hoi 
land, and calved March 1st, 1881. He is 
an animal of superior breeding and large 
size, weighing '2700 pounds at four years 
old. He was used for two years for breed- 
ing in the noted herd of George E Brown 
& Co., Aurora, Illinois. Another fine 
bull is "John Vau Toil," calved April 
1st, 1885. The great size of this superb 
animal attracted universal attention, also, 
the, peculiar niarka of color, being black 
shield, throat, brisket; stripe up right 
shoulder over back; patch overhi[is, belly, 
legs and half tail white. 

The cowa were awarded first prizes and 
were worthy all the admiration they re- 
ceived. "Galotte"is a handsome cow and 
was bred by J. Van Dispen, at Beemster, 
N.H., and was calved Feb 15, 1884, her 
sire was .iacob, dams record 81) lbs. of 
milk a day. Her dam was Mopon, with a 
milk record of 71 lbs. per day. 

"Kelsie" is am ther tine animal, calved 
on March 10, 1883, and bred in North. 
Holland, her dam's milk record was GTlbs. 
per day. All the fine points of a thor- 
oughbred are noticeable in ".\rthurina," 
a splendid cow, calved i\lay 25, 1883, and 
bred in North Holland. "Maggie JMur- 
duok" is also a fine animal, and was ■ 
justly awarded the prize. She was calved 
Sept 10, 1884. and bred iu North H0I-. 
land. She is of a superioi?.. gra.de, her 
sire being "Abbekork," and tier dam 
Cato lst, with a milk record of G8 lbs. 
daily. "Killiaa" was also awardod a prize, 
another fine specimen from North Hol- 
land, her sire being "Dish Bull," and her 
dam "Maartje." "Jessie Vaughn" is a 
very attractive animal, bred in Illinois; 
her sire was "Jnachus " Mr. Davis 
should be commended ft<r his fine display, 
and during hia stay hero he will, no 
doubt, receive many orders for Holateiiis 
from his Fairview herd, as our people are 
convinced that for this province the 
Holstein-Frieaians are decidedly the most 
desirable and profitable cattle.

In the display of agiicultural implenionts 
much attention waH given to Iho celebrated 
Acme Pulverizing harrow, clod crusher and 
leveler, exhibited by Mr. Geo, T. Corfleld, 
of Cowicbau, who ia agent lor British Col- 
umbia. To be thoroughly cognizant of the 
g*eat utility of this machine it is necessary 
to seo it in motion. For rapid, effective 
and labor-saving work in the field it is un- 
equalled. It Ih adapted to a great variety 
ofsoils, and iH tho only pulverizer com- 
bining a clod cruHher and leveler harrow, 
performing throe operations ut one time, 
und is believed to bo the only one yet of- 
fered that will do its work thnioughly on 
all kinds of ground, leaving tljo noil iu a 
light, loose condition, just us tho farmer 
desires to Lave it. 

The sulky attachment, which has now 
been thoroughly toHtad on many different 
farms in ull pans of the United States, en- 
tirely overcomes the, objections which have 
heretoforbreziated to'thi9i''n8p'of this harrow, 
on light soil when weighted with tho driver. 
Uy means of this attachment a heavy man 
may ride in all kinds of work and in all 
conditionH of .soil, without unduly taxing 
the teum. Tho attention of farmers is di- 
rected to this machine as it will no doubt 
take a leading place on onr provincial 
farms as soon as Mr. Corheld has demon- 
strated its merits. Its uieehauism is simple 
and easily understood. It has on adjust- 
able inclined leveling bar and clod crusher 
which is permanently attached to the polo 
consisting of a strong bar of angle iron, to 
which are -attached cast steel erusbiuii 
spurs, the' alternate ones being eMeuded 
and curved iu such a mnnnor i.ti to form 
the front coulters. Thesu are not placed 
continuously on the bar, but at a little dis- 
tance apart, which arrangement, while in 
no way diminishes the eOioacy as a crusher 
and leveler, tends to prevent clogging in 
damp, sticky soil, and furthermore, enables 
the driver to see wh.it is being accomplish- 
ed. Perhaps a clearer idea of this part of 
the harrow would: be given by saying that 
the ornnher and leveler 'is simply an up- 
ward and forward extension of the front 
coulters, with a supplemental crushing 
spur thrown in between each pair of coult- 
ers, It will be found to be a most ingenious 
and elUcient device. lieiug rigid, it does 
not conform to uneven surfaces, but, on 
the contrary (owing to the absonco ef yield- 
ing joiutt-) tends to confoim (level) uneven 
surfaces to itself, and uerves to grind down 
the Inmps. The adjustable crashing and 
leveling device is worth the price of the 
harrow,
